In New York 
he said President Truman showed 
“rare courage” in declaring he 
would use all means to keep Amer- 
ican ships operating. 

TRUMAN, ‘TORPEDO’ 


The CIO strike leaders, Harry 
Bridges and Joseph Curran, ac- 
cused the President here of “fir- 
ing a torpedo” into Washington 
strike - prevention conferences 
when he said the Government was 
ready to use the Army, Navy and 
Coast Guard if the work stoppage 
is carried out. 

Ship operators, who have been 
silent while President Truman 
and the CIO, leaders spoke their 
minds, were reported working on 
a verbal blast of their own. 


Wage and hour negotiations are 
being held here under sponsorship 
of the Labor Department on the 
worker’s' demand for a 40-hour 
week and higher pay. 

Ship owners Saturday rejected 
the wage and hour demands of 
seven seamen’s unions, asserting 
that acceptance would “torpedo 
the American merchant marine” 
and cause the American flag to 


“disappear from the sea lanes of 
the world.” 


The operators’ statement was 
made by Frank J. Taylor, Chair- 
man of the Negotiating Committee 
for Atlantic and Gulf Coast Ship 
Owners, as negotiating sessions 
were resumed between operators 
and unions here Saturday night. 

Ryan said Curran and Bridges 
“definitely know they can secure 
an agreement with the shipping 
companies of the United States 
and foreign lines that will be sat- 
isfactory to the membership with- 
out a strike.” 

As proof he said Pacific Coast 
employers signed an agreement 
with his Union, in Washington 
State, for $1.38 an hour, for six 
hours a day, and $2.07 an hour for 
overtime.

Ryan said Bridges knows if he 
submits such an offer to his mem- 
bers they will accept. 

“He has a pact with Curran to/| 
strike June 15 regardless of what 
agreement can be secured,” Ryan 
said. 

In connection with Ryan’s state- 
ment, a Labor Department spokes- 
man said “nothing is contemplated 
in the way of a joint agreement 
for the CIO Unions.

Arnall’s 
fight to skim the KKK from 
Georgia. 

Duke, no novice when it comes 
to smoking out the Klan from un- 


-derneath its sheets, is no imprac- 


He admits one very 
important point from the start— 
that many innocent persons 
joined the Klan before it was ex- 
posed for what it was. 

“A number of good people, who 
didn’t know about the Klan’s se-

‘We must rid ourselves and our State, finally and for all time of 
those partisan cliques, backed by corruptionists, that want to get 
at the public treasury, that want to get at the State institutions, 
that want to get at the schools and colleges of Georgia, that want 
to despoil our State exactly as flocks of hungry, desperate, rapa- 
cious, stealing crows want to get into a back garden and pull up 
the beans and the corn and the sorghum.

CIO Insists It's Hands Off in State Race ~

Industrial Organi.ations is not 
politically for or against any Geor- 
gia candidate as yet. 

In a front page editorial in The 
Atlanta News and Digest, CIO 
publication, Gillman said: 

“Contrary to veiled assertions 

appearing in some newspapers, the 
CIO in Georgia has taken no stand 
either for or against any candidate 
in the race for the Governorship 
of this State.” 
. The editorial made reference, 
however, to a scheduled meeting 
of the CIO’s Political Action Com- 
mittee this week, with the follow- 
ing paragraphs: 

“I repeat we are not against 
Mr. Carmichael. We cannot be for 
or against any candidate until a 
meeting of the Georgia State Poli- 
tical Action Committee is held. 
There the delegates from each lo- 
cal CIO union will decide whether 
or not to back any candidate in 
the race. 

“And it is my personal opinion 
that the delegates will vote to sup- 
port no particular candidate. 

“This meeting will be held next 
Sunday, June 9, and it will be 
open to the representatives of the 
press and the general public. We 
want the public to see how we 
conduct our affairs.” 

Gillman’s editorial said there 
have been many “tales” that the 
CIO is supporting or fighting each 
of-the three major candidates, Car- 
michael and former Governors E. 
D. Rivers and Eugene Talmadge, 
and denied all such “tales.” 

In discussing the charges filed 
against Carmichael’s furniture fac- 
tory, Gillman said the CIO con- 
tends that he locked out his em- 
ployes after they had won an elec- 
tion and named the United Furni- 
ture Workers of America, CIO, as 


their bargaining agent, and that 
Carmichael pleaded shortage of 
materials as the reason for the 
plant’s shutdown. 

“The CIO deliberately refrained 
from making the charges public,” 
Gillman said. “It did not even 
publish the action in the News- 
Digest. Carmichael made the 
charges public himself in.a speech 
| in South Georgia.” 

| The editorial said charges have 
been filed against other plants of 
/+manufacturers in the State, that 
the CIO reserves such right under 
the National Labor Relations Act, 
and that “this policy applies to 
any manufacturer in the State of 
Georgia, whether he is seeking 
public office makes: no differ- 
ence.” 

An additional denial of political 
activity in the Governor’s race 
came yesterday from Lyman Tay- 
lor, President of Local 179 of the 
United Furniture Workers of 
America—CIO.

NOT “DELAPIDATED”

as well as tens of thousands of 


trainees were during war. Among 
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nothing to indicate the 


the IRTC officers and cadremen 
are scores of alumni of such fine 
infantry institutions as Camp 
Wheeler, Ga., and Camp Croft, 
S. C., to name only two. At these 
two camps the men had large, 
two-story barracks, well heated 
and ventilated, and no leaky roofs. 
Some of the 200 to 300 military 
personnel interviewed said the 
IRTC here was the worst camp in 
Ameri¢a. 

Sometime ago, during a period 
of several months, a large num- 
ber of young officers hoping to 
get Regular Army commissions 
were sent to IRTC, After a while, 
many junked their plans to stay 
in and began trying to get out. 
One officer with many months of 
combat said he almost begged to 
be sent overseas again rather 
than stay at McClellan. He said 
many others felt that way. 

TWO SOLUTIONS 

There seems to be two possible 
solutions. IRTC should either be 
moved to another camp or the 
hutments replaced by new bar- 
racks, 

Ft. McClellan authorities—the 
Commanding General of IRTC, 
the Post Commander, Post Engi- 
neer and others—have tried to 
keep the huts in as good condition 
as possible. 

Every post engineer in the Army 
will tell you the hutment-type 
camp requires much more small 
job work than the barracks-type 
camp. 

During a recent week the post 
engineer was requested to repair 

° hutments, in addition to much 
other work. All but 11 were 
fixed. However, at the end of this 
particular week, there was still a 
backlog of 403. Because of a re- 
duced budget the post engineer 
will be forced to lay off 11 civilian 
carpenters at the end of this 
month. A storm the early part of 
last month damaged a large num- 
ber of hutments. 

WET QUARTERS 

The morale of the trainees does 
not appear to be affected by their 
living quarters, even though they 
have suffered considerable incon- 
venience and discomforts by re- 
cent torrential rains. If there is 


‘a hole over his bed or the spot 


where his clothes hang, the trainee 
might return from the field, him- 
self soaking wet, to find his things 
have been drenched. Fortunately, 
many leaks do nothing more than 
mess up the floor. 

The Commanding Officer of the 
Post Hospital says the huts meet 
all requirements to insure good 
health. Last winter some of the 
men here believed that the high 
rate of respiratory diseases could 
be blamed on the huts. The hos- 
pital CO said he checked into the 
matter thoroughly and could find

Vet Confesses 
Fatal Shooting 
Of His Father 


Constitution State News Service. 

ABBEVILLE, June 1—A _ 24- 
year-old Wilkes County veteran of 
three Pacific -invasions walked 
into the office of Sheriff T. J. 
Smith, confessed and surrendered 
for the fatal shooting of his father 
during an argument at an Abbe- 
ville pool room Saturday after- 
noon. 

The soldier, Harry Taylor, told 
Sheriff Smith he had sent two 
bullets into his father’s head after 
the latter had advanced on him 
with a .45 caliber weapon. Taylor 
reported he fired two warning 
shots into the ceiling, -but as his 
father levelled his own gun, the 
youth shot him in self-defense. 

Tom Taylor was instantly killed, 
the sheriff stated. 

The young ex-soldier was 
charged with murder and is be- 
ing held without bond at the Wil- 
cox County jail. 

Taylor was discharged from 
the Army only seven weeks ago. 
He spent three years in the Pa- 
cific area and aided in the cap- 
ture of five Japanese-held islands. 

Asked if he and his father had 
been unfriendly before the fatal 
shooting, Taylor said he had not 
spent the previous evening at his 
parent’s home, but had gone to 
a hotel instead. 

“IT think my father became 
angry when he learned I had been 
fishing for several days,” the 
youth stated to Sheriff Smith. 

The elder Taylor owned the pool 
room where the shooting occurred, 
and no witnesses were present at 
the time of his death. 

Neighbors here, most of whom 
had known the Pacific area vet- 
eran since he had been a young 
Abbeville schoolboy, said he had 
lost nearly all his hearing in the 
many Pacific invasions and was a 
victim of shell shock. 

Survivors include four daugh- 
ters and two other sons in addi- 
tion to serry.

‘Russians don’t want peace yet, 
State Department officials say.

Despite a lot of irresponsible talk 
from alleged Government experts, 
farmers say the country’s food 
prospects are good.

Inflated Prices of Lots 
Threaten Low-Cost Housing 


By ALEXANDER R. GEORGE 


WASHINGTON, June 1—(4)—Housing Expediter Wilson W. Wyatt 
says inflated prices on homesites threaten to become the biggest bar- 


| rier to low-cost housing for veterans and other prospective home 


buyers. 

Prices of lots and residential 
acreage have increased even fast- 
er than the prices of houses, This 
is not limited to a few big, over- 
crowded cities. Some small cities 
report a greater increase than the 
large cities. 

A survey of more than 400 cities 
by the National Housing Agency 
(NHA). indicates that from Sep- 
tember, 1945, to February, 1946, 
the prices of lots went up an av- 
erage of 23.3 percent. In the six 
years from 1940 to 1946, the aver- 
age price advance was 61.8 per- 
cent. A lot which sold for $800 
in 1940 brought about $1,288 last 
winter. 

In some small cities prices for 
lots and acreage soared more than 
200 percent during the war—for 
example, from $800 to $2,400, 
About one-half of the cities re- 
porting in the NHA survey indi- 
cated lot and raw land prices had 
advanced 50 percent and more. 

Prices of existing houses which 
sold for less than $6,000 in 1940 
increased an average of 65 percent 
by 1946, The prices of $6,000 to 
$12,000 houses rose 57 percent. 
Most communities reported that 
the rate of increase was turning 
sharply upward early this year. 
But that’s not the whole story. 

The Veterans’ Emergency Hous- 
ing Law recently enacted by Con- 
gress aims particularly to reason- 
ably low construction costs for the 

2,700,000 houses to be started by 
priv ate industry in 1946 and 1947. 

The law authorizes $400,000,000 
in Government subsidies to spur 
the production of building mate- 
rials. Subsidies also will be paid 
to encourage production of new 
types of materials which may 
bring ordinary costs down. 

The law also provides price 
ceilings on new houses and a 
guarantee by the Government of 
a market for low-cost prefabricat- 
ed houses. 

Wyatt asked Congress for ceil- 
ings on lots and on existing 
houses but the new law doesn’t 
provide them. 

Wyatt contends that while infla- 
tion in existing house prices 
might be tempered when the vet- 
erans’ program gets going in vol- 
ume, the resulting demand for a 


force land Prices to “extraordi- 
nary levels.” 

Wyatt says the Federal Gov- 
ernment will have to get a lot of 
help from local communities on 
the housing site problem. He sug- 
gests that one way is for local 
committees to see that a good por- 
tion of the new housing goes into 
cities themselves instead of their 
suburbs, He points out that in 22 
cities ranging in population frem 
50,000 to Chicago’s 4,000,000 the 
average percent of total city area 
vacant is 44.7. 

“Much of this land,” he says 
“is accessible to work centers and

War Department surveys show 
that most veterans feel the top 
price they can afford for a house 
is $6,000 and the top rent is $50. 
Therefore NHA plans to channel 
more and more building materials 
into moderaté and low-cost hous- 
ing. This wilk be done by grant- 
ing priorities for that type of 
housing. 

Veterans have buying and rental 
priority on all houses built under 
the emergency program. Five days 
after the builder starts construct- 
ing a house, he must place a sign 
on the premises stating the price 
of the home and the fact that vet- 
erans have priority in buying it. 

The sign must be kept up for 
30 days after construction is com- 
pleted. If the house then isn’t sold 
to a veteran, it may be bought by 
a non-veteran. 

Wyatt emphasizes that the hous- 
ing goals being set up by NHA are 
not intended to supplant any set 
by Mayor's Emergency Housing 
Committees but “are immediate 
targets to shoot at until local com- 
mittees are sufficiently organized 
to fix their own goals.”

When the boys came marching 
home to Davison’s, there was one 
person they wanted to have words 
with—Irene McCollum, of the mail 
order department.

Could Wilson's League Have Prevented War?

THE WILSON ERA, By Josephus 
Daniels. University of North 
Carolina Press, Chapel Hill. 
654 pp. $4. 

The number of books about 
Woodrow Wilson has increased by 
at least six within the last year. 
The latest is “The Wilson Era, 
Years of War and After, 1917- 
1923.” 

This is Mr. Daniels’ second book 
on Wilson. The first, “The Life of 
Woodrow Wilson, 1856-1924," came 
out in 1924, the year the war 
president died. 

While the initial work might 
have been writteh hurriedly be- 
cause of the race to be the first 
“Life” of Wilson, this second 
volume shows more mature study, 
contains more “meat” and is a 
real contribution to the life of 
Wilson and the hectic period in 
which he lived. 

The author speaks with authori- 
ty, not only about President Wil- 
son but of the historic times in 
which he lived. Long before being 
appointed by President Wilson as 
Secretary of the Navy, a post he 
held during two terms (1913-1921), 
Mr. Daniels was editor of the 
Raleigh (N. C.) News and Ob- 
server. He later served with dis- 
tinction as VU. S. Ambassador to 
Mexico. 


Mr. Daniels impresses upon you 
President Wilson’s warning of an- 
other war. Under the frontispiece 
picture of Wilson is this quotation 
from a speech at Omaha, Sept. 8, 


1918: 


“I can predict with absolute

(League be- 
lieves school finances should be 
kept separate from general coun- 
ty finances.) 

Co-operation With City — City 
and County have co-operated in 
extending sewers (long contro- 
versy over sewer contracts) and 
water mains, paving and re-surfac- 
ing streets, expanding the airport, 
and planning for postwar im- 
provements. 

Operation of County Business— 
An attempt was made to improve 
the method of conducting County 
business by inaugurating a system 
whereby all five Commissioners 
meet on the last Wednesday of 
each month as a public works- 
committee. Under the old system, 
each Commissioner ran his own 
department. The new plan pro- 
vides that the entire board super- 
vise and delegate administrative 
authority to the department heads. 
This was a step in the right direc- 
tion. However, the volume of 
county business makes it impossi- 
ble for the Commissioners at their 
meetings to give careful consid- 
eration to all problems. This has 
resulted in the practice of refer- 
ring matters back to individual 
Commissioners as chairmen of 
committees “with power to act.” 
Criticism of this practice led to 
reorganization of the Public Works 
Department. However, this method 
of handlitfg business is still often 
followed.

Konfessions 
Koncerning Klans 


In one of the confessions made in March, 1940, 

when the East Point Klan was engaged in assault 

i with intent to murder; floggings and, finally, sus- 
wécted of an actual murder, some confessions were made. 


They involved the “Klaverns” in neighboring sections. Taking 
a confession made on March 2, 1940, by a man whose name [ 
withhold simply because he exposed ‘the racket, let us follow it 
for a while. 

“I will start,” he begins, “when I became a member back in 
1923. . . . There is in the Klan what is known as a Klokan Com- 
mittee. It is the investigating committee. ... There is another 
committee known as the Secret Committee. ... It is not an offi- 
cial part of the Klan, but it does the real work. ... The Exalted 
Cyclops appoints them, . . . No one in the Klan knows the names 
of this committee but the Cyclops and the Captains. A new cap- 
tain is appointed each night there is a job (flogging) to be done... . 

“The Kludd in the Klan is the same thing as a chaplain in 
most organizations. (Imagine a professing Christian minister hav- 
ing the hypocrisy to become a ‘Kludd for the Klan.’) 

“The Klokard is the lecturer. (This is the spellbinder who 
urges them: to get new members and who frightens them into 
sticking with the Klan for ‘protection’ and through threats of 
what may happen to them if they don’t stick.) 

“The Klogoro is the inside guard and watches the door. The 
Klexter is the outside guard. The Kiligrapp is the secretary of the 
lodge. The hedd office of the Klan is known as ‘the palace’ : 
that is the office of the Imperial Wizard. (Georgia has had a 
dentist and a dog vet as imperial wizards.) None of us were ever 
sure what sort of job the Kleagle had.” 

In articles here concerning the Klan I have charged ¢hat it is 
a racket to catch suckers. This confession, plus other information 
in my possession, gives official proof. It says: 


Suckers “I do know the Kleagle had the right to go around 

and get people to join and that he got a part of the fee 
they paid,” says the confession. “The initiation fee is called ‘The 
Klectokon.’ The Kleagle gets a share and also the Imperial Wizard 
or Grand Dragon gets $2.50 of each initiation fee. Sometimes they 
put on a drive and all the fee goes to the head office. 

“The Kloncillium is the law-making body of the Klan. Mem- 
bers don’t have any choice in electing its members. It is elected 
in this manner: The Klans each have one vote in the Klorero and 
none can attend a Klorero unless he is a Past Exalted Cyclops.” 

The confession then goes on to name the cyclops of the River- 
side, East Point, College Park and Atlanta Klans. A First National 
Bank employe, whose name is in the confession, was listed from 
College Park; a Standard Oil filling station man served then as 
Cyclops in Oakland City, and so on. At that time, the confession 
relates, Exalted Grand Dragon Samuel Green was a mere cyclops, 
his son assisting as secretary in Atlanta No. 1. 

The confessions go on to demonstrate how poor suckers were 
got in as members and bilked of their money; of how they were kept 
in line by floggings and by fear of what the law would do; of how 
they took the law into their own hands, serving as judge and jury 
of their helpless fellowmen, and beat some of them near to death... 
until, as tthe confessions say, “some of us were made sick by 
the sight.” 

This is the sort of organization which piously claims to be 
“Christian” and “American.” 


Danger This leads me up to this point. There are a few good 

people who are fooled into joining. Others, with no 
vicious streak, are attracted by all the ridiculous mumbo-jumbo 
names and silly ritual. 

Still others are attracted by the argument that the Klan of 
today is a carryover from the KKK of Reconstruction Days. 

No greater insult could be offered those men who served under 
Nathan Bedford Forrest. 

The truth is he himself dissolved the Klan for all time because 
the decent men in it found that hoodlums and men who were evil 
and vicious were using its mask and robe to carry on violence. 

There is no connection. 

The men of the original Klan would view the present Klan with 
disgust and would lead attempts to wipe it out. 

The danger is revealed by the confession. 


Secret What good men there are in the membership are not 
allawed to know anything. The real work is done by 
the Secret Cammittee. It alone carries out violence. It alone orders 
the “jobs” to be done and selects the men to do it. They are 
selected from the Secret Committee, names of which the general 
membership does not know. Not all the Secret Committee mem- 
bers know each other. The “Captains” select a few for each “job.” 
It is a dangerous, vicious, evil organization. 
The suckers are content with the mask and robe and the ritual.

There is always something 
inspiring about these class names, but there is, it seems to me, a 
special emotion aroused by this name for the 1945-46 class. 


“The Challengers.” 

I have before me, as I write, pictures of the 
Look at Them individual members of this class. Young men 
and women who have answered the call to enlist in this army of 
salvation. You know youth that so dedicates life to service of 
others, as must all Salvation Army recruits, is inspired by some- 
thing more beautiful, spiritually, than most of us possess. You can 
see bright, cheerful beauty of spirit shining from the faces of the 
young -people of this class. 

That is true of all graduates of the school, however. 

It is, it seems to me, the conjunction of these times, with their 
perplexing problems, and the naming of this class ‘The Challengers” 
which makes it particularly inspiring. 

We are all, all the men and women of the earth, challenged 
today to solve problems which, if unsolved, will doom the human 
race either to extinction or to another Dark Age which will set us 
far back along the hard road mankind has struggled along since 
Creation. 

We should, devoutly, thank God every day because, though there 
is a challenge to all mankind, there is also.a promise. A promise 
His Son made, nearly two centuries ago—'Lo, I am with you 
always.” 

It is, I think, somewhat the same spirit of that promise which 
can be glimpsed in the faces of the cadets to be commissioned 
tomorrow evening. 

By their expressions you know they have been touched with that 
Divine aspiration to serve their fellows which is, after all, the per- 
sisting evidence that the promise shall not be unfilled, though the 
challenge may darken the hope of the world. 


Much to Sadden sadden men of thoughtfulness and imagina- 


tion as well as good will. Science seems to have outstripped the 
human spirit. The coming of the atomic bomb finds mankind woe- 
fully weak, spiritually, for such responsibility. 

The wars have ended, but there is daily rumor of new inter- 
national misunderstandings, we hear constantly of new threats 
between the nations. 

Mankind is hungry, physically hungry. Thousands upon thou- 
sands are starving, and man, in all his clumsiness, seems unable to 
share, properly, the largesse of Nature. 

Bitterness grows in our own country. Bitterness between labor 
and management. Many of us forget, as we read of work stoppages, 
there are two sides to all questions and it is not always the same 
side which is at fault.

Lost My British Accent” and in 
London I read every word he sends 
over from America, 

There are two strange facts 
about London papers: First, there 
is, so far as I know, only one 
small school of journalism in 


Britain; newsmen learn by trial 


and error. Second, not one of the 
great dailies publishes a Sunday 
paper. You can buy Sunday papers, 
all right, and they even in some 
instances have the same name as 
the daily (there’s a Sunday 
Chronicle, Sunday Times), but 
they are produced and published 
by an entirely different staff at 
different quarters. My favorites 
are the Sunday Times, News of 
the World and The Observer. 


AS FOR The News of the World, 
now there’s a sheet for you, the 
equivalent of New York tabloids, 
but with a difference. The Man- 
hattan tabloid is frankly porno- 
graphic, proclaiming, “This is hot 
stuff, eh kid?” In London the 
News of the World (with a cir- 
culation of 4,000,000, steadily ris- 
ing) says subtly, “Now we are 
against sin, particularly sins of 
the flesh. Like this, for example—” 
and it proceeds to give all the 
lurid details with an “Isn’t this 
dreadful” air. 7 on Sunday 
you may still able to get a 
copy of the sedate Observer, but 
you have to get up early for your 
copy of News of the World. 

Some _ British oe do, of 
course, have their publicity stunts, 
their popular polls, give prizes for 
dress designs and so “orth, but oth- 
ers set a world example for dig- 
nity in journalism. Let no one 
disparage the London paper be- 
cause it has only four pages and 
contains no advertisements of

A letter from a North Georgia 
reader asks a familiar question: 
“Should I continue to write po- 
etry and make it my means of 
livelihood?” Perhaps every Eng- 
lish professor has this same ques- 
tion asked him by students. Doubt- 
less their answer is the same as 
mine—if you have a very defi- 


just about writes itself. 


But by no means consider it “a 

means of a livelihood.” If you 
wish to live fairly well, you should 
remember that even some of the 
best poets in the country have 
been known to find, often too 
late, that it is a poor source of 
income. Usually a poet must lec- 
ture—if he has sufficient reputa- 
tion to bring him such commis- 
sions—he must teach at some 
school or college, or he must have 
a fairly good job in some business 
firm to make up that difference 
he will need between the actual 
income from his poetry writing 
and his actual living expenses. 
Assuming, of course, he expects 
to live fairly well. 
I would say at the present writ- 
ing there are a mere handful of 
poets in America who earn a siz- 
able income from their poetic out- 
ut alone. Edna St. Vincent Mil- 
ay, whose books have an enor- 
mous sale, with her annual lec- 
ture tours, probably makes a five- 
figure income, as does Robert 
Frost, four times Pulitzer Prize 
winner who still, I believe, teaches 
at Amherst. 


Joseph Auslander, as librarian 
of poetry at the Library of Con- 
gress in Washington, with his 
many lectures and large annual 
output of excellent poetry, as- 
suredly makes both ends meet, 
with perhaps a little left over 
for War Bond purchases. Other 
poets—only a very, very few— 
who have achieved national prom- 
inence could, with their magazine 
sales and lecture fees and royal- 
ties, get by more than satisfac- 
torily, but I know of no vray, ane poet 
in this country who can ast a 
Rolls Royce, a Park Avenue ov Ars 
house or a sizable country estate. 
Among the rhymesters — those 
whom the Poetry Society of Amer- 
ica, for instance, definitely frowns 
upon—I would say that Edgar A. 
Guest, with his widely syndicated 
day-by-day sentimental verses, 
makes a pretty good living. Don 
Blanding, another writer of senti- 
mental songs in verse form, ap- 
peals to a rather wide audience 
and his book sales and lectures 
perhaps keep him in an affluent 
state. But these two, together—to 
use them only as an example—I 
would venture to say, make more 
money annually than what Edwin 
Arlington Robinson, Elinor Wylie, 
Robinson Jeffers, Vachel Lindsay, 
John Masefield, W. H. Davies and 
Thomas Hardy (as a poet) could 
ever have counted upon, collec- 
tively. 

Therefore, it is my best advice 
to any would-be poet to first get 
an interesting job, one which pays 
enough to keep the wolf from the 
door; study first-rate poets and 
their works vigorously; and then, 
if the muse strikes, consider what- 
ever checks as may dribble in 
from editors’ desks as something 
for an extra week end at the 
mountains or the seashore, or a 
fine bottle of champagne. Little 
more can be expected, on the 
financial side unless, as I said 
before, you are a very, very fine 
poet with a great reputation and 
a wide following. Then, that is 
another story. 

But you can count on your 10 
fingers every poet in this country 
a earns a living from poetry 
alone.

Truman 
Is on Spot 


WASHINGTON—tThe most mel-

One of the weirdest weeks in 
American political history has 
ended. It started out so auspi- 
ciously when President Truman 
acted dramatically to stop the rail- 
road strike and win the plaudits 
of a strike-weary nation. It ended 
with some of the worst defeats for 
a President by the Senate. 


The House had whopped through 
his drastic emergency bill, with 
only 13 votes against it. 
Senate by an overwhelming vote 
struck out what Democratic Lead- 
er Barkley called “the heart of 
the measure”—the power to draft 
into the Army employes in a seized 
industry who refused to go back 
to work. In this case only 13 Sen- 
ators, all Democrats, suppported 
the President. 


THUS A new split developed 
in the already disorganized Demo- 
cratic Party. Hitherto, in the last 
years of the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion and thus far in the Truman 
Administration, it was the conserv- 
atives chiefly from the South who 
had split off and refused to follow 
the administration. 

On this issue it was the previous- 
ly loyal liberal and left-wing ele- 
ment that deserted the President, 
along with every labor organiza- 
tion, many of them formerly his 
close allies. 


THE WORST effect of the week’s 
business, as far as Mr, Truman’s 
political fortunes are concerned, is 
that it adds fuel to the charge 
Republicans now are repeatedly 
making —a party line—that the 
Democratic Party is inept, too 
divided to govern. Previously this 
charge had been based on the 
split off of Southerners to join 
with Republicans to block the Ad- 
ministration program. Now the 
liberal wing splits off on this issue, 

The President obviously struck 
out on his legislative crusade with- 
out consulting Senate leaders and 
analyzing the 
Senate’s probable attitude on such 
a drastic proposal as drafting 
workers into the Army. He was 
badly advised. 

Then too late his political aides 
tried to do something about it. 


IT IS this confusion among 
Democrats from which Republi- 
cans can gain most politically, 
even though their own position 
is confused enough. Only four 
Republicans in the House voted 
against the President’s bill. But 
Sen. Taft, of Ohio, stepped in to 
take the ball away ‘from the Dem- 
ocrats in the Senate, and every 
Republican backed him up against 
the draft rem osal, along with a 
majority of mocrats. So Mr. 
Taft became a hero. 

Meanwhile, the Senate, for the 
first time, passed a general bill— 
the Case Bill of the House—to 
revise the Wagner Act in several 
particulars. It is now before the 
President, It puts him in another 
hole. 

Labor is urging that he veto it, 
and he has indicated he might. 
This will help him with his labor 
allies, but will lose him the sup- 
port of those who had applauded 
his bold action to end the rail 
strike. The Case Bill represents 
an attempt to solve the long-term 
labor problem for which there has 
been such great public demand. 


LEAGUE OF WOMEN VOTERS 


Extend County Civil Service 


The only alternative to civil 


service for government employes 


is the old and discredited patronage system. 


Hence, the League’s question to 
candidates in the June 4 County 
Commissioners’ race: “Will you 
give support to strengthening the 
civil service system and extending 
it to cover all departments?” 

Fulton County now has 918 em- 
ployes serving under the merit 
system and 624 who are not, The 
last figure includes elected offi- 
cials, but approximately 400 are 
in tHe Public Works Department 
—the wr est in the county and the 
one whic spends the most money. 
Most of the services rendered the 
taxpayers are provide™ through 
its channels. Because of the re- 
sponsibility centered in it, the 
Public Works Department should 
certainly have been among the 
first to be placed under civil 
service. 


THERE are two ways the merit 
system could be extended to this 
department: 

1. If a majority of the em- 
ployes vote to come under civil 
service they may do so. 

2. The civil service law could 
be amended by the Legislature 
so that a department outside of 
civil service would be placed un- 
der its supervision. 

The League believes that the 
decision concerning civil service 
should not be left to employes, 
since it is of such primary impor- 
tance to the taxpayers or “employ- 
ers” of Fulton County. Civil serv- 
ice benefits the employes for, 
through it public employment 
achieves a dignity, stability and 
opportunity for career advance- 
ment which compares favorably 
with private employment.

At the age of 17 he was a full- 
fledged member of the Norwegian 
underground, emerging at the end 
of the war a lieutenant and the 
editor of an underground news- 
paper. He liked what he some- 
times calls “yournalism” and he 
wanted to come to this country to 
study American yournalistic meth- 
ods. At Oglethorpe he is improv- 
ing his already excellent Knowl- 
edge of the language and history 
and reading critically and ana- 
lytically all American newspapers. 


YOUNG Ottesen has a wonder- 
ful sense of humor himself and 
he has obviously seized every op- 
portunity in his brief and war- 


ridden 22 years to have a good 
time. And yet he is still aghast at | 
the way Americans devote so |* 
much time and thought to amus- 
ing themselves. 

“Your university students have 
always a good time,” he declared. 
“Playing games, riding on the 
lake, eating and swimming and 
motion pictures. They study only

In my country we 
work longer and harder at our 
schooling so that we finish the 
university when we are 18 or 19 
and have time for travel.”

VORK pleases Rolfe well 
enough because when he has fin- 
ished his year at Oglethorpe he 
plans to hitch-hike into every 
state in the United States and then 
to Mexico, 
by way of Spain. 

“I will by then be 26 years old 
and will settle down in Oslo to my 
vork,” he explained in a tone that 
was solemn but with an engaging 
grin. Rolfe likes the idea of get- 
ting well acquainted with the 
world and gently deplores the fact 
that so many Americans are in- 
terested only in “local” news, ap- 
parently unaware of the things 
that are happening elsewhere in 
the world. He is a little surprised 
that they bother to master almost 
no language besides their own.

The Finger was called Mad 
Operator, from its right name 
which is magnetic airborne detec- 
tor. It works on the same gen- 
eral principle as the land mine 
detector, the ship’s cable that pro- 
tected against German magnetic 
sea mines and the detectors min- 
ers use in prospecting. 

But this Mad Operator is far 
more sensitive. It reads magnetic 
disturbances smaller and more 
complicated than other magnetic 
instruments. When the scientists 
were developing the detector they 
could not .wearsteel rimmed 
spectacles because ese rims 
caused magnetic interference. The 
same was true of shoe nails, 
watches and pocket knives. Some- 
times the research men had to 
search their clothing for odd bits 
of metal. 

The earth itself interfered with 
early developments. The work had 
to be started in one of the spots 
which for some reason not under- 
stood are magnetically quiet. Quon- 
set Point, R. I., is one such place 
and the work started there early 
in 1941.

CHESS QUEEN 


(A 60-second close-up) 


KNIGHTED. Six years ago when 
Mrs. Gisela Gresser packed for a 
vacation cruise, she didn’t know a 
pawn from a rook. But 24 hours out 
of New York harbor a fellow passen- 
ger showed her how a chess game 
works. 

By the time she returned, she was 
on her way to becoming an expert. 
In May, 1944, she won the title of 
U.S. Woman Champion at the U. S. 
Chess Federation tournament. 

Dark, slim and attractive, Mrs. 
Gresser gets an “‘A”’ rating for chess 
— even among men. She has beaten 
many of the best male players. 

A high in games was a short-wave 
match in 1945 with the woman cham- 
pion of Russia, Olga Moreschevskaya. 
Mrs. Gresser sat over a chessboard in 
a hotel room while the plays were 
transmitted in code to and from 
Moscow. The game went on all day, 
but reception was poor. The match 
was finally called off after 23 moves. 

At an exhibition match in Canada 
last year, Mrs. Gresser took on 28 
players. She walked from table to 
table for five hours making a play at 
each one — and lost only three games. 


MAIL MATE. During the war, she 
taught chess to servicemen and 
played exhibition matches. At the 
moment, she is carrying on several 
games by correspondence with hospi- 
talized veterans. 

This coming fall, Mrs. Gresser will 
defend her championship title. To 
keep her game up to par, she prac- 
tices and studies every day. ““To bea 
good player, you have to know 
thousands of openings,”’ she points

out. “Even with a terrific talent, you 
have to study all the time to keep up 
with new developments.” 

Mrs. Gresser somehow finds time 
for other activities, too. She is work- 
ing for a doctor's degree at Columbia, 
is also interested in painting and 
languages. 

She and her family live in Manhat- 
tan. The older of her two boys plays 
chess, but not seriously. Her husband, 
a well-known lawyer, is a chess player, 
too. “But he won't play with me,” 


she says. — RUTH BAIS

For two years the author saw 
action on the USS Brough. Now 


he sees her again — silent, 


lonely, but still on guard... 


FEW weeks ago I revisited the Brough, a 
destroyer escort on which I served for 
two years during the war. 

Like any Navy. ship, when manned and 
under way she had been a nearly perfect sym- 
bol of war. Now she was about to be decom- 
missioned — stripped of function and person- 
ality. I was not greatly moved; my associa- 
tions with her were far from pleasant. But | 
was curious to watch what promised to be a 
swift change of character. Also, since she 
combined a large collection of arms and men 
in one unit, I thought her separation from the 
service would provide a sharp picture of what 
is happening to our military resources every- 
where. 

The Brough (rhymes with rough) was 
moored at Green Cove Springs, Fla., a place 
30 miles from Jacksonville, where the quiet 
St. John’s River widens into a sizable basin. 
Here the Navy is ordering some 700 ships to 
be made fit for the Inactive Fleet Reserve, 
which in Atlantic and Pacific berthing areas 
will total 1,796 ships. It is a three-month, 
all-hands job of pickling, packaging and de- 
humidifying on such an ambitious scale that 
the Green Cove sailors have dubbed it “‘Oper- 
ation Zipper.” 


She’s Seen the World 


Tue Brough was nested with the other five 
DE’s of her division, and as I approached her 
in the whaleboat, I kept thinking of her his- 
tory. She had steamed nearly 150,000 miles. 


After shakedown in Bermuda she took one 


convoy to Casablanca, another to Gibraltar. 
Then, in her prime, she made 22 North Atlan- 
tic crossings between New York and British 
Isles ports. She escorted 5,000,000 tons of 
shipping. In five anti-submarine attacks, 
she dropped 200 depth charges and fired 
nearly 400 rockets — maybe on U-boats, 
maybeon sunken hulks, maybe on whales. 

Her real battles were against the sea. It 
sometimes rolled her 55 degrees. It bent her 
frames and pounded her crew of 200 into a 
state of endless weariness. Quickly and indif- 
ferently it killed her first skipper, Lt. Comdr. 
Kenneth Hartley, when he ventured onto the 
forecastle to inspect a crumpled gun shield. 

After V-E Day the ship was ordered to join 
the Pacific fleet. The war ended as she lay in 
Pearl Harbor. 

When I went aboard with my bag there 
were a dozen men near the gangway. Some 
of the faces were strange, some were as 
familiar as those of my family. The men I 
knew gave me quick double-takes and un- 
comprehending grins. To the others I looked 
like someone without enough sense to report 
for duty in uniform. 

After a few hello’s, I went forward to the 
wardroom. Lt. (jg) Charlie Hickman, now in 
command, introduced me to his four new

ensigns. Other than Hickman, the only one 
of 13 wartime officers left aboard was John 
Grim, the supply officer. 

Hickman had put on_ weight. ““God knows 
it’s not from loafing,” he said seriously. ‘“The 
work has been something awful. More and 
more to do, less and less men. We’re down to 
fifty now. The decommissioning is only three 
days off and we're working nights to get 
ready.” , 

The Captain’s stateroom was as barren as 
ever. None of our four wartime skippers had 
spent much time in it — too lonely, too 
rocky. In rough weather we used to sit in the 
wardroom directly below it and listen for the 
Captain and his chair to go flying across the 
deck into a bulkhead. 

While I was unpacking, several of the en- 
listed men came in. Automatically, they still 
called me “Mister’’ and I couldn’t think of 
anything to say that would help them com- 
fortably to break the habit. 

Wagenknecht, a Radioman 2nd Class, sat 
down and sighed. At sea he had seldom gone 
below decks except for sleep or chow. Peace 
was tougher. “For a month I've spent most 
of my time down in the peak tank,” he said. 
“‘Moxie Mouw and me. We had to scrape and 
paint that compartment five times before the — 
beach guys were happy. The plates sweated 
faster than we could work. One day the fumes 
were so strong we got a laughing jag. We just 
lay there laughing. We couldn’t move.”’ 

Marchand, a Boatswain’s Mate 2nd Class, 
told me about some of the other boys in my 
division. “Your signalmen and quartermas- 
ters — all those bridge guys — they were 
herded into the deck force,and had to take 
erders from coxswains.”” He laughed happily. 


The Bridge Revisited 


As a whole, the ship looked about the way 
she had when she used to go into a Navy yard 
between sailings. There was the same shriek 
of paint scrapers and tattoo of chipping ham- 
mers. Partly to escape the din and partly 
because it was a good place to start an inspec- 
tion, I made for the flying bridge. Climbing 
the last ladder I recalled the hundreds of 
times I’d come up here to take the watch. 
At night I usually phoned up from the 
wardroom to ask about the weather. Luke 


Hall, the Texas gunnery officer I relieved for a 
year, always made discouraging answers. If 
the weather was good, he said, “Clear now, 
but you'd better bring your foul-weather 
gear.”’ If it was bad, he described it angrily: 
“It’s so foggy you can’t find your head with 
both hands.” If it was just rough, he’d say, 
“Man, I’m flopping around up here like a 
hen with a busted egg inside her.’’ 

I slid back the door of the sound hut and 
went in. I had been anti-submarine warfare 
officer, and this was my small domain, I 


monkeyed with the equipment (bumping my. 


head, as I always had, on the overhead light 
bulb) and found myself almost hearing 
again the monotonous ‘Ping... ping 
..- ping... ping’ of the echo-ranging 
transmitter. 

Whenever we got a contact and I was be- 
low, the Officer of the Deck rang a special 
alarm that brought the general-quarters 
sound team to the bridge. It always happened 
at night, and we used to think it was a hell of 
a way to make a living — standing there 
shivering and straining our ears for echoes 
while the escort commander bawled questions 
and orders over the voice radio. 


my Even Bilges are Spotless 


Be ow decks, I ran into Nelson, Boatswain's 
Mate 2nd Class, who had supervised a lot of 
the dirty work. ‘Seen the bilges?’’ he said 
proudly. “You can eat out of them. For two 
weeks nobody’s been allowed down there with 
shoes on.”’ 

The Chief’s Quarters, once a center for 
card playing, coffee drinking and heavy snor- 
ing, was bare and silent. Its refrigerator, now 
spotless inside and out, had been the most- 
discussed piece.of equipment on the ship. 
Old Sicola, Chief Boatswain’s Mate, had 
growled incessantly about it: “Damn ship 
rolls, damn stuff flies out all over you.” 

The Brough’s men were now berthing and 
messing on one of the ships alongside, so their 
living compartments were stripped of bunks. 
Each locker was empty and shining with new 
paint. Springs and mattresses were piled 
neatly on the decks. Rows of life rings and 
Mae Wests hung from the overheads. 

In these quarters, where men had slept 
fitfully, played furtive poker, sung to an old 
guitar and sometimes fought, there was now 
only one sign of former habitation. Stutk be- 
hind the shelf of an upright locker, and 
missed by a hasty painter, was a slip of paper, 
no bigger than a railroad ticket. Faintly pen-

ciled on it was: ““Dora Neill — Londonderry.” 

The peacoat locker, whose stowage at sea 
was constantly being reorganized by a per- 
fectionist named Gallagher, now contained 
200 unused gas masks ang all that were left 
of our rubber life belts. 

The men hated to wear these belts. They 
had a real talent for losing them, despite the 
stenciled name on each one. Here, if they 
ever want them, are the belts of Yeomen 
Large and Armistead, who, being respectively 
the thinnest and fattest men aboard, wore 
them with the greatest discomfort. 

Here are the belts of Hagerstrand, the 


scholarly Pharmacist’s Mate; Sullivan, the- 


Quartermaster who wrote poetry; Flick, the 
garrulous seaman who loved to tell of the 
time he was made Captain of the Head and 
received a letter from home saying, ““‘Congrat- 
ulations on your promotion. I know you can 
use the extra money.” 

Here, too, is the belt of Olin, boot seaman, 
who spent his first week aboard searching 
for buckets of steam and smoking lamps. 


Idle — But Prepared 


Every compartment on the ship and every 
piece of equipment had been readied for a 
long life to come. The four big Diesel engines, 
gleaming with silver paint, had been torn 
down, shot through with preservative and 
put back together. 

More delicate gear, such as radio and radar 
equipment, had been blown clean. Small bags 
of silica gel, a strong moisture absorbent, 
hung inside each unit. 

The ship’s bottom had been treated with a

thick anti-corrosive agent. The 40-millimeter 
and three-inch guns were to be covered with 
an airtight plastic hide. A dehumidification 
machine would be set up to circulate dry air 
throughout all the compartments. 

What the entire preservation job added up 
to was that this ship and hundreds of others 
at Green Cove could lie idle for years, then 
be put back into fighting trim in from 10 
to 30 days. 

The implications were ominous enough. I 
saw hardly a piece of equipment on the ship 
that was not labeled with instructions for 
quick reactivation. Ninety thousand gallons 
of fuel oil were still in the tanks, as per direc- 
tive, ‘to conduct dock and sea trials when this 
vessel is returned to active status.” 

There was a charge of this spirit in the 
air on the hot afternoon of the decom- 
missioning ceremony. 

At two o'clock the officers of the ship, 
officers from the shore establishment and all 
of the enlisted men assembled aft on the fan- 
tail. Crowds gathered: and watched quietly 
from both ships alongside. 

Commodore H. H. J. Benson, commanding 
officer of the Florida Group of the 16th Fleet, 
briefly thanked the men for their hard work. 
He advised them of the satisfaction they 
might .derive from knowing that their ship 
was ready if they ever needed her again. 

A few of the men smiled. 03" 

At 2:05 Lieutenant Hickman ordered the 
Officer of the Deck to strike the colors and 
the commission pennant. 

A small band played the national anthem. 

At 2:07 Lieutenant Hickman saluted the 


Commodore and said, “Sir, the USS Brough 
has been decommissioned.” 

After the ceremony I talked to Ed Cabana, 
Boatswain’s Mate Ist Class. He was one of 
the only four “plank owners”’ still aboard. 
“I’ve been on her every time she moved,” 
he said. “‘I won’t say I liked it, but you get 
used to a ship, and this was a good one.” 

A half-hour later a liberty launch came 
alongside. Hickman gave orders to close all 
doors and hatches and turn off all lights. A 
lone security watch was posted. 


Old Ties Were Cut 


Men left the Brough quickly, bound for 
Jacksonville. On returning they would have 
to work on other ships until eligible for dis- 
charge. But that would be different. In seven 
minutes, they had cut all ties with a ship that 
represented unforgettable years in their lives. 
They were not sad, but they were very quiet. 
They viewed the ship, as I did, with an honest 
mixture of loathing and affection. 

A semuofficial ship’s history, written by 
Assistant Gunnery Officer Bob Lively. states 
well the sailor’s sentiment: “A man with a 
paint scraper in his hand has a low opinion of 
the object of his efforts. But get the same man 
on the beach and his tone will change — as he

Building. Earlier skyscrapers, like the Eiffel 
Tower and the Woolworth Building, grad- 
ually accustomed us to structures with their 
heads in the clouds.

Outlined 
against a gorgeous sea and sky you see a 
purple jumble of pinnacles — it forms a pic- 
ture of amazing loveliness.

HOST sounds, vibrating at such 
"Sirah speed they cannot be 
heard by human ears, are one of 
man's newest and most revolution- 
ary tools for making things faster, 
cheaper, better.

Already intense sound waves are 
being used to homogenize milk and 
icecream, to kill germs in the can- 
ning of foods.

In industry, ghost sounds passing 
through vibrating steel bars detect 
flaws that powerful X-rays cannot 
reveal. In chemical laboratories, they 
shake together unmixable substances, 
change one chemical into another. 


Smokeless Cities 


Berore very long, according to 
scientists with the United States 
Bureau of Mines, supersounds may 
even bring about smokeless cities 
and fogless airports. Caught amid 
intense sound waves generated by 
machines on the roofs of buildings, 
particles of vapor or smoke would 
come together and fall to the ground. 

Supersonics is the name given this 
fast-growing science of sounds you 
can’t hear. They're maudible be- 
cause they vibrate at more than 
16,000 cycles a second, the top range 
for the human ear to detect. 

But scientists didn’t discover 
their power overnight. Study of 
supersounds began with research 
on that lowliest of creatures: 
the bat! 

Back in 1794 an Itahan named 
Spallanzani crisscrossed a room with 
silk threads and then liberated a 
number of blind bats. The bats 
weaved through the maze of silk 
threads, only rarely touching them. 

Later an American found that 
blind bats made an even better 
showing than those with full vision. 
But when their ears were plugged 
with plaster of Paris, they bumped 
into everything. 

It remained for two Harvard in- 
vestigators, Robert Galambos and 
Donald Griffin, to discover the key. 
Using wires instead of silk thread, 
they found that bats when flying 
emit short squeaks pitched at any- 
where from 30,000 to 70,000 vibra- 
tions a second. These supersound 
waves struck the wires, rebounded 
to the bat’s sensitive ears, warning 
him to shy away! 

World War II saw these batlike 
but man-made sounds converted 
into radar for finding the range of 


During the war “batlike’ 


enemy airplanes. Sent out from the 
bottoms of seagoing vessels, they 
collided with submerged mines, 
warning the ship to steer clear. 

Navy men swear by this story: 
A Nazi U-boat lay submerged near a 
lighthouse off the coast of Scotland. 
It would never have been discovered 
if this particular lighthouse had not 
been equipped with a supersonic 
sounding device. The keeper called 
for help. Divers went below, tapped 
on the sides of the submarine in 
Morse code ordering the crew to 
come up or bé depth-bombed. The 
surprised Nazi personnel gave up 
without a struggle. 


Danger to a Sport 


‘THANKS to such underwater listen- 
ing devices, traveling will be saler. 

There’s one drawback, though. 
Supersonic depth recorders are so 
sensitive they may actually detect 
fishing banks and schools of fish. 
If such devices fell into the hands of 
unscrupulous sportsmen, fishing as 
a sport might cease to exist. 

But it’s in the realm of medicine 
that supersounds may make their 
most important contributions. 

Recently, in experiments at the 
University of Pennsylvania, Drs. 
Leslie A. Chambers and Earl W. 
Flosdorf succeeded in squeezing anti- 
gens supersonically from cultures of 
disease germs. Antigens are poisons

sounds worked for the Navy 


secreted within the germs. Injected 
into human tissues, they start the 
growth of opposing substances called 
antibodies, which defeat the germs 
if they attack later on. 

These scientists took a magne- 
tized nickel tube, set it to vibrating 
by means of an alternating flow of 
electricity. Then they dipped it into 
a test tube filled with a fluid con- 
taining billions of germs. The vibra- 
tions shattered the germs, shook out 
the antigens 

Meanwhile, scientists at the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons, 
Columbia University, have found 
that supersounds can “‘cook”’ or de- 
stroy liver and other animal tissues. 
This discovery may lead to super- 
sonic destruction of brain tumors, 
doing away with the danger of open 
surgery 

Aging wine, producing artifi- 
cial fever, freeing enzymes from 
bacteria — these are just a few 
of the many nw uses now being 
found for supersounds. 

So far scientists have handled 
ghost sounds with vibrations of 
50,000,000 a second. That's 3,000 
times higher than you can hear. Can 
these vibrations be stepped up even 
higher? No one can say definitely. 
But should such super supersounds 
be produced, new wonders will 
appear, dwarfing by comparison the 
miracles already achieved.

The Bride’s First Dinner

Here’s a simple menu 
one school suggests 


for a company meal. . 


on the brides who have been 
graduated from Boston’s Garland 
School of Homemaking. These 
modern Eves have been taught 
that marriage is a head as well as a 
heart affair if it’s going to be last- 
ing. They have learned that the 
best love insurance is to’*know how 
to shoulder the problems of making 
a home run with greased-wheel 
efficiency. 

No flustered bride when a Gar- 
land girl serves her first company 
dinner. Maidless meal planning is 
one of the laboratory problems in 
second-year cookery. 

For a day we attended Garland 
and sat in with classes to find out 
what cooks when company is com- 
ing. We left, notebook bulging. 

That first company meal should 
be A-B-C. Don’t tackle a menu 
that requires being 10 places at 
once. Don’t experiment with com- 
plicated dishes or one you haven't

tried previously. If you are both 


cook and hostess — and who isn’t 
these days? — serve but one 
“*made’’ dish, affti this one that 
can be prepared well in advance. 
Serve a green salad with the din- 
ner to take the place of a vegetable. 
Too many courses and the maid- 
less hostess will be up and down 
like a jumping-jack. 


COMPANY DINNER 


Hot Clam Juice Melba Toast 
Chicken Casserole 
Hot Corn Bread with Grape Jelly 
Green Tossed Salad with 
French Dressing 
Black Sweet Cherries in Sour Cream 
Coffee 


The “‘made’’ dish here is the 
chicken casserole. Simmer the 
chicken the day before the dinner 
and remove the meat from the 
bones. Cook the noodles the morn- 
ing of company day and assemble 
the casserole ready for the oven, 
cover and refrigerate until the hour 
before dinner. Have the salad 
dressing made and refrigerator 
stored, ready for a last minute

shake up. In early morning wash 
and separate the salad greens, dry 
and place in the hydrator to chill. 

Hot-from-the-oven corn bread is 
perfect with this menu and the 
batter can be mixed several hours 
before dinner, poured into a bak- 
ing pan and kept in the refrigera- 
tor. When the doorbell rings, the 
casserole main dish should be fin- 
ished, golden and tempting, to 
wait in the warming oven while the 
corn bread bakes. But if bread- 
baking scares you, buy corn muf- 
fins or sticks already made. 

Clam juice served in the living 
room; a soothing hot drink breaks 
the social ice nicely should it need 
breaking. Clam juice comes sea- 
soned to turn from the jar, 10 
minutes heating, it’s ready to pour. 
Have the bouillon cups arranged 
on a tray ready for passing. No 
spoons; drink it up. 

Buy the Melba toast already 
made or make it yourself. Take 
thinly sliced crustless bread and 
thoroughly dry in the oven, then 
sprinkle with grated cheese and 
run under the broiler until the 
cheese melts and browns. This too 
is a job for the cool hours of the 
morning. 

The black sweet cherries should 
be seeded and sweetened, and let 
ripen with the sugar for a few 
hours in the refrigerator. Serve 
topped with sour cream. Very 
French, very good! Try it and see. 


Chicken and Noodle Casserole 


1 5-pound fowl! cut for stewing 

2 teaspoons salt 

2 small onions 

2 bay leaves 

4 cup fat 

4 cup flour 

3 cups chicken stock 

Lg cup, milk or cream 

l¢ teaspoon pepper 

1 cup shredded wheat crumbs 

or bread crumbs 

Wipe chicken with damp cloth 
and put in heavy saucepan. Add 
boiling water to half cover, add 
one teaspoon salt, onions and bay 
leaves, cover and let simmer 144 
to 2 hours or until tender. Let 
cool, remove meat from bones and 
cut in l-inch dice. Melt fat, add 
flour and stir to a smooth paste. 
Add chicken stock, milk or cream, 
remaining salt and the pepper. 
Stir over low heat until thickened 
and mixture boils. Simmer 3 min- 
utes, stirring occasionally. 

Cook noodles in boiling salted 
water 10 minutes or in chicken 
stock if there is enough. Arrange 
noodles, ehicken and crumbs in 
alternate layers in greased casse- 
role, add sauce and cover with a 
layer of buttered crumbs. Bake in 
moderate oven (350°F.) for 30 
minutes. Yield: 6 portions. 
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Here's a touching tale of woe:

Down-Easters come here 


to swap tall stories 
and whittle, with only 
one rule: no arguments 


OMEBODY once defined a club as 

“an institution to make loafing 
respectable.”” Many modern clubs, 
such as Rotary and Kiwanis, seem 
to have departed from this concept, 
and are hives of hectic activity. 

But I can tell you of one club 
which has carried the concept to its 
ultimate in purity. It is the Weary 
Club of Norway, Maine. 

Norway is a typical, small Maine 
town of some 3,000 Yankee souls, 
and the Weary Club, a neat, white, 
one-story building, stands right in 
the center of its business district. 

To say that the whele town 
takes pride in it would probably 
be an exaggeration, for there are 
undoubtedly those who still con- 
sider loafing a sin, even in a neat, 
white building. 

And the Weary Club, by official 
description, is a place for “tired old 
men to escape the wrath of their 
women-folks, swap lies and fishing 
stories, and always have on hand a 
supply of straight-grained cedar for 
whittling.” 


Comfort Comes First 


Tue clubhouse, which consists of 
one main loafing room and a small 
office, is furnished primarily with 
large, comfortable rocking chairs. 
The door is always open — there are 
no dues — and the membership con- 
sists of all who qualify-as “tired old 
men” and choose to come in. It is 
taken for granted that @ man is as 


- 


old as he feels, even if he is only in 


_ middie age. 


The rules are unwritten, but are 
strictly enforced: any upstart who 
upsets the serenity of the place by 
loud talk or argument is invited to 
leave. A caretaker does the bounc- 
ing, with as little undue fuss as pos- 
sible. 

When one regular, a somewhat 
crotchety old gentleman, recently 
became vituperative and was shown 
the door, he stayed away almost two 
weeks in a huff. But he finally 
couldn’t stand it any longer, and 
came back. The other members act- 
ed as if nothing had happened, and 
he has hardly missed a day since. 


They’re Tolerant 


“‘He was as much right here as 
anybody, so long’s he minds his 
business,”"’ one of them told me. 
“Maybe more. He’s such a mean old 
cuss that there ain’t any other place 
where folks will put up with him.’”’ 

Mean and mild, however, hang 
out together, whittling, talking or 
just sitting. Some are retired farm- 
ers, moved to town; some are village 
businessmen and workmen, whether 
retired or just plain tired. Some 
spend most of their days there; some 
come in “just to sit for a spell.’’ 

Summer visitors are inclined to 
think of them as quaint, cracker- 
barrel characters; but most of them 
don’t expect summer people to un- 
derstand the art of dignified idleness. 
When Shavy Noyes, who was some- 
thing of a character, was asked by a 
lady, one summer, what people did 
around the town after the summer 
visitors left, he gave an answer that 
is still quoted in the Weary Club: 
“Oh, we jest fumigate.”’ 


It all started about 20 years ago, 
more or less by accident. The pro- 
prietor of the Beals Tavern, the one 
hotel in town — not counting sum- 
mer inns and camps — decided to 
close up for the winter and go south. 
This was a severe blow to a group 
of the town’s elder statesmen and 
philosophers. They had been ac- 
customed to using the hotel 
lobby as a meeting place and 
refuge — playing cribbage, whit- 
tling and swapping yarns. 

Having no other place to go, they 
chipped .in and hired a vacant store, 
and the Weary Club was born. Some 
years later, when that block of 
stores was torn down, they bought 
their corner of the lot and built 
the present clubhouse. 

The moving spirit and largest con- 
tributor among these charter mem- 
bers was Fred W. Sanborn, editor of 
the weekly “‘Advertiser-Democrat.”’ 
When he died, a few years ago, 
he left a trust fund of $10,000 to 
support the club in perpetuity, thus 
becoming its patron saint. 


It’s Bribery 


Tue official description of the 
club, previously quoted, is as he 
wrote ft in his will. He also cannily 
included a provision which has gone 
far toward offsetting local disap- 
proval of the club as a mere aggre- 
gation of loafers. He provided that 
once a year the club should give 
every boy and girl in town a bag of 
hard candy. 

Said one seven-year-old after the 
last candy dispensing: “I'll bet the 
Weary Club is the best club in the 
whole world.” 

Anyway, it is one of the most 
honestly named.
